Ulster is one of four Provinces into which Ireland js 
divided geographically; it comprises nine counties out of 
thirty-two, Ulster is not the wealthiest Province in Ireland 
as Many people have been led to believe. Leinster exceeds 
Ulster in aggregate wealth, and both Leinster and Munster 

exceed it in per capita wealth. 

Neither is Ulster predominantly against Home Rule or 
Independence as the secular papers would have people believe. 
Three out of the nine counties of Ulster, in the 1918 election, 

elected every candidate to the House of Commons who favored 
an indepehdent Ireland; the vote of the other six counties 
was divided, Even Belfast sent one Nationalist to Parliament. 
In fa are ig not one county in Ulster which was solidly 

’ Union. ¢ pro-British. If the decision were left to a vote of 
the popwation of ter alone, it would be in favor of Home 
Rule or complete independence. At the last election deventy- 
nine who favored such independence were elected nst 
twenty-two who were Unionist, The vote was 73 per cent for 
I e, 6 per cent for Home Rule, and only 22 per cent 
against either. In other wotds, four-fifths of the people of 
Ireland favored a change. This is greater tnanimity among 
the fapevaty ofa nation than could be found in any other country 
in 


Soars is not predominantly Protestant as most people 
imagine. Five out of nine courties are overwhelmingly 
Catholic; while, taken as a whole, there are fifty-two non- 
Cathoiics to forty-eight Catholics. How, then, can there be a 
religious question in Ireland, with a population of 48 per cent 
Catholic in Ulster, and better than 95 per cent in the other 
Provinces? 

The Protestants of Ireland have never experienced pet- 
secution nor even the slightest inconvenience because of their 
religious beliefs. 


CONSCRIPTION. 

There would have been absolutely no need of Conscrip- 
tion in Ireland had the British Government not shown an in- 
clination to violate its pledge of Home Rule made at the begin- 
ning of the war; had it not been for the executions of Easter 
Week, in 1916; had it not refused permission to the Irish to 
recruit regiments wholly Irish, ag Canada was recruiting 
regiments wholly Canadian. 

When it is remembered that aliens, even in America, were 
not subjected to Conscription; when it is remembered that 
men of other English possessions were not conscripted (those 
of Canada, Australia, India and New Zealand were not), it 
should be plain that the Irish, who have always regarded 
themselves as aliens in respect to the British Government, 
should resent Conscription. Only citizens who owe allegiance 
to the natio: it war might be drafted, and Ireland’s people 
not only neve: swore allegiance to England, but have claimed 
for centuries that England was an invader of their nation and 
kept them in subjection only by its over-powering strength. 

At the time England decided te try Conscription in Ire- 
and, this country had furnished soldiers in greater propor- 
tion than the United States did even by the end of the war, 
despite Conscription. 

Irish aliens in this country have a record, registered in 
Washington, which proves that they loved Uncle Sam more 
than the aliens of any other nationality; 80 per cent of the 
Irish aliens, who were not subject to the draft, begged to be 
permitted to enlist, the same as American citizens. The Rain- 
bow Division, which did such heroic service during the late 
war, was composed largely of Irish-Americans. The Sixty- 
Ninth New York and the Ninth Massachusetts, which emerged 
from the war with the greatest glory, were almost exclusively 
of Irish parentage.

' Rule” is not sincere. The religious issue in Irish politics is 
all one-sided ; it is Ulster, and not Catholic intolerance, From 
parts of Ireland which are predominantly Catholic, it is quite 
common for Protestants to be elected to office over their 
Catholic competitors, but a Catholic candidate would stand no 
chance in Ulster. Even Dublin has had many Protestant Lord 
Mayors, while Belfast has never had a Catholic mayor.

John Sharp Williams registered the only , vote in the 
United States Senate against the grant of “a hearing’ to a 
delegation of men who wished to speak in Ireland’s behalf. 
Yet this same Senator enunciated the following principles in 
a speech delivered in Philadelphia, in May, 1918: 

“The Servian people had and have a right‘o be free and 
independent under a Servian flag, with Servian laws and lan- 
guage and institutions, whether they live in Servia proper, or 
in Bosnia, or Herzegovina, or Croatia. But the condition of 
conflict between flag and nationality is not confined to Servia. 
Italia Irredenta has a right to be Italian, whether in Italy, 
the Trentino, or Trieste, or the peninsula of Istria. The Poles 
have a right to be Poles, whether in Prussia, Austria, or Rus- 
sia. The Alsatians and Lorrainers have a right to be French, 
if they choose. The Danes of Schleswig-Holstein-have a right 
to be Danish, if they choose. The inhabitants of the Aegean 
Islands—Cyclades and Sporades—have a right to be nation- 
ally Greeks, because they are linguistically and racially 
Greeks. The Jews of Palestine and the Syrians of Asia Minor 
and the Armenians have a right to govern themselves as Jews 
and as Christians in their native land because they are by 
race, language and tradition Jew or Christian. .... 

“The Armenian people must cease to be the historic 
Asian martyrs for Christianity under a studied system of 
Turkish cruelty and lust. 

““‘Bohemia—brave, heroic, intelligent and also martyr as 
she has been for centuries—must have restored to her people 
in Bohemia proper and elsewhere, where they predominate, 
her old independence and civil and religious freedom. 

“Belgium must be vacated, restored and indemnified. 

“Holland must be made to feel secure for the future and
